London, Nov. 18.—In South 
Africa 
the strike of Asiatic workers start­ 
ed recently for the purpose of com­ 
pelling the authorities to rescind the 
restrictions on immigration from Asia 
is spreading rapidly.

and forty thousand Asiatics in Natal, 
mostly Hindus, demand the removal of 
the race bar in the new immigration 
act, which prohibits migration from 
one province to another, and the re­ 
moval of the $15 poll tax on Hindus in 
Natal.

The strike has developed into gen­ 
eral rioting and sugar cane plantations 
in the neighborhood of Durban and 
other places have been burned. 
In 
Natal the coolies are armed with cane 
cutting knives and are resisting the 
police, but there has not been any 
fighting on a large scale. The planters 
fear that the sugar cane crop now 
maturing will be destroyed by the 
strikers and property worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars will he ruined. 
In Durban the harbor, railroad and 
street cleaning services are affected 
by the strike. 
It is said that many 
workers quit work only because they 
were intimidated. Six hundred Hindu 
miners went on strike at Ladysmith, 
but 500 of them went back to the 
mines. 
Europeans in the affected districts 
are calling on the government to pro­ 
claim martial law, but the authorities 
fear this would lead to imperial com­ 
plications. 
Gokhale, a Hindu nationalist leader, 
has started an agitation in Bombay 
disseminating wild tales of maltreat­ 
ment of Hindus in South Africa, and 
he has a large following.

V illa ’s Forces Warned to Observe the 


Rules of War. 


Mexico City, 
Nov. 18.—President 
Huerta has moved from the national 
palace in Mexico City to the castle of 
Chapultepec, the historic fortress on 
the outskirts of the city, an almost 
impregnable fortress. 
It is believed 
that General Huerta took this step in 
order to insure his personal safety in 
the event often uprising in the capital. 


El Paso, Nov. 18.—“If the federals 
at Chihuahua do not move against us 
we will proceed against them.” 
This 
significant declaration was made at 
the Juarez custom house, where the 
rebel leader, Villa, has his headquar­ 
ters. Just when the campaign against 
the Chihuahua federals will be resum-, 
ed is not known. 
Rumors are current that the feder­ 
als under General Salvadore Mercado 
already have left Chihuahua and are 
marching against Juarez, but no con­ 
firmation can be secured. 
The total 
strength of the force General Villa has 
under him at Juarez is about 3,000, be­ 
sides twelve pieces of artillery and six 
machine guns. 
Strung half way to 
Chihuahua are 3,500 rebel cavalrymen, 
most of this force moving overland 
and by rail toward Juarez. 
General 
Francisco 
Castro, 
com­ 
mander of the federal garrison, who 
escaped from Juarez shortly after the 
opening of the battle Saturday, is* re­ 
ported 'TUY 
Guadalupe, 
twenty-eight 
miles away, with eighty federal regu­ 
lars. 
A detachment of rebel cavalry 
has left Juarez to find Castro and his 
men. 
Jose Cordova, formerly secretary to 
General Pascual Orozco, and recently 
chief of Huerta’s secret service men in 
Juarez, was one of the victims of the 
rebel executioners. 
Pablo Ybiav, as­ 
sistant to Cordova in his secret service 
work, is another victim. 
The rebels 
admit officially the execution of eleven 
men since taking the town. 
United 
States Senator T. B. Catron of New 
Mexico, who conferred with General 
Villa, told the rebel leader that the 
executions if not stopped would injure 
the Constitutionalist cause.

Washington, Nov. IS. — To fix re­ 
sponsibility for the recent heavy loss 
of lives and property on the great 
lakes during the recent storm, an in­ 
vestigation of the United States weath­ 
er bureau is likely to be ordered. Rep­ 
resentative Gordon of Cleveland wired 
direct to President Wilson demanding 
an investigation of the forecasts sent 
out from the weather stations on the 
great lakes just prior to the storm. 
The president turned the matter over 
to 
the 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
Representations have been made to 
the authorities in Washington that the 
predictions by the weather stations on 
the lakes were misleading and but for 
this fact vessels, would not have put to 
sea and the loss of life and money 
would have been minimized if not en­ 
tirely averted. 
The charge has been made that the 
weather station at Cleveland predicted 
a course of the winds directly opposite 
to that taken and that this is a very 
imporant matter to navigation inter­ 
ests. 
It is charged also that the 
weather stations predicted “ squalls” 
when they should have hoisted storm 
signals. 
Senator Burton appeared to be very 
much concerned over the matter and 
expressed the opinion that a thorough 
investigation ought to be made into 
the character of forecasts sent out pre­ 
ceding the storm. 
Chief Marvin of the United States 
weather bureau said that he had ex­ 
amined the forecasts and that they 
were not misleading and that vessel 
masters should not have put to sea 
with such information before them.

8 7 ,000 
went 
hack leav ing a p op u lation eq u al to 
Terre Hau te, Iu d.; 117 ,000 Slov aks 
emigrated here and 08 ,000 retu rned, 
leav ing a p op u lation of 
this 
race 
eq u al to that of Ev ansv ille, Ind.; 
103,000 came ov er from 
Scotland 
and 11,000 retu rned, leav ing a city 
the size of Fort Way ne, Ind. 
Thu s 
they come and go, the Italians ant 
Jews leading.” 


One-fifth 
of

from 
northwestern Eu rop e ap d fou r-fifth* 
from sou theast Eu rop e, he said, ant 
those of the first class 
are 
more 
stable anti more remain. 
He p oint 
ed ou t that we are told the 
Unitec 
States is connected to Eu rop e by i 
sewer which p ou rs its 
stencil 
ant 
criminal*} ou t on u s, while the bet 
ter classes remain facts gathered by 
a United States commission refu te 
this statement. 


The Rev . Mr. Yocu m showed that 
conditions in 
A u stro-Hu ngary 
ara 
not condu civ e to p rosp erou s 
liv ing 
and that the p easant 
class 
there 
more ex actly corresp onds to the fa r 
ming class here, thou gh they are not 
as p rosp erou s, hu t as stable. 
Most 
of the Italians come from the sou th 
era section, he said, where 1,400,000 
liv e in a p lace not as large as Ohio 
md are driv en to the hills by m ala­ 
ria. 
Ile said they did 
not 
come 
from the beggar class, hu t that 8 ^ 
ou t of ev ery IOO were between the 
ages of 14 and 45 . 
Statistics show 
that last y ear New York took care 
of 1,5 00 
Irish, 
5 5 4 
nativ e 
hon 
mericans, 300 Germans while only 
19 Italians ap p lied for help . 


“And they do not come from the 
criminal class,” he declared. “J hav e 
the two hest au thorities hack of me 
when I say they are made criminals 
by the liq u or traffic here. 
They are 
not ev en moderate drinkers and are 
not criminally inclined when 
they 
come. 
They are thrifty and fru gal 
and able to make^a good liv ing.” 
' He p ointed ou t that some come 
becau se of u nsettled 
p olitical ant 
religiou s conditions, hu t the reason 
(hat towers abov e them all 
is 
an 
economic one— they hav e no op p or­ 
tu nity at home. 
They flock to the 
indu strial centers, he said, becau se 
of the indu strial awakening in 18 8 ,‘ii 
when foreigners learned there were 
op p ortu nities here. 
The foreigner’s* 
av erage wage is a little 
less 
than 
$12 a week, he said. 


“I hav e brou ght the p roblem,” he 
said in conclu sion. 
“They are help ­ 
ing tu rn the wheels of indu stry . If 
this arm y shou ld arise some night 
p ack its grip and retu rn to Eu rop e 
the great indu stries wou ld be silent 
nex t morning. 
Are they op p ortu ni­ 
ties or a menace? 
In them God has 
set before u s one of 
the 
world’s 
greatest tasks— home foreign 
mis­ 
sions. 
It is ou rs to make a cosmo­ 
p olitan nation u nder the stars am 
strip es.”
